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CARDIOVASCULAR  PROFUSION 


Perfusion  technology  is  the  com- 
bined application  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  cardiopulmonary  system  and 
complex  technology  to  the  mainte- 
nance of  life  during  any  medical 
situation  where  it  is  necessary  to 
support  or  temporarily  replace  the 
patient's  circulatory  or  respiratory 
function.  Students  will  become 
knowledgeable  concerning  the  vari- 
ety of  equipment  available  to  per- 
form extracorporeal  circulation 
functions  and  the  techniques  which 
will  be  used  throughout  their  aca- 
demic and  clinical  education. 

While  cardiovascular  perfusion  is 
a  relatively  new  occupation,  cardio- 
vascular surgery  procedures  are 
now  universally  encountered,  in- 
creasingly complex  and  diverse.  Al- 
though today's  perfusionist  may  be 
clinically  active  in  many  areas,  car- 
diovascular bypass  for  elective 
heart  surgery  remains  the  primary 
modality.  Familiarization  with  a 
patient's  medical  history  and  cur- 
rent laboratory  results,  develop- 
ment of  a  plan  to  conduct  the  per- 
fusion, selection  and  interpretation 
of  appropriate  diagnostic  tests,  and 
administration  of  blood  products 
and  pharmacologic  agents,  as 
needed,  comprise  the  perfusionist's 
role. 
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EMERGENCY  MEDICAL  SERVICES 


The  Emergency  Medical  Services 
(EMS)  program  provides  three  edu- 
cational tiers.  The  Associate  Degree 
prepares  the  student  to  take  the 
Pennsylvania  certification  exami- 
nation for  the  EMT-Paramedic. 
Clinical  education  is  combined  with 
investigation  of  specific  EMS  and 
health-care  management  issues  as 
well  as  a  broad  base  of  science  and 
liberal  arts  courses.  The  Bachelor's 
Degree  enhances  the  foundation  in 
EMS  and  health  care  provided  in 
the  first  two  years.  The  emphasis 
of  the  baccalaureate  program  is  the 
intensive  internship  required.  The 
Master's  Degree  addresses  the 
needs  of  individuals  with  clinical 
expertise  who  wish  to  move  into 
EMS  administration.

PHYSICAL  THEAPIST  ASSISTANT 


This  accredited  entry-level  edu- 
cational program  has  hoth  a  full- 
time  and  part-time  format  and  is 
designed  to  qualify  the  graduate  to 
take  a  State  Licensure  examination 
and  function  as  a  physical  therapist 
assistant  (PTA).  Although  several 
courses  in  the  curriculum  can  be 
applied  to  other  academic  degrees, 
the  program  intends  to  prepare  en- 
try level  PTA  clinicians  through 
Associate  Degree  education.  Appli- 
cants who  are  interested  in  becom- 
ing physical  therapists  are  encour- 
aged to  apply  to  physical  therapist 
educational  programs. 

The  PTA  is  a  health-care  profes- 
sional who  performs  basic  physical 
therapy  procedures  in  accordance 
with  an  established  plan  of  care  un- 
der the  supervision  of  a  licensed/ 
registered  physical  therapist.  Ca- 
reer opportunities  exist  in  hospi- 
tals, clinics,  rehabilitation  centers, 
sports  medicine  clinics,  children's 
centers  and  in  all  those  sites  where 
a  physical  therapist  provides  super- 
vision as  required  by  the  specific- 
State  or  Commonwealth.

TECHNOLOGY) 


The  Medical  Technology  pro- 
gram educates  students  through  a 
broad  background  in  the  chemical 
and  biological  sciences  to  work  in 
the  five  major  areas  of  the  clinical 
laboratory:  blood  banking,  clinical 
chemistry,  hematology,  immunol- 
ogy and  clinical  microbiology.  As  a 
professional  member  of  the 
health-care  team,  the  medical  tech- 
nologist is  able,  with  the  aid  of  mi- 
croscopes and  sophisticated  instru- 
mentation, to  examine  samples  of 
body  fluids  for  purposes  of  devel- 
oping data  used  by  the  physician 
in  the  maintenance  of  health  and 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  dis- 
eases. 

The  program  includes  two 
tracks — one  associate  degree  lower 
division  and  one  bachelor's  degree 
upper  division.  Hahnemann  Uni- 
versity is  one  of  only  two  academic 
institutions  on  the  East  Coast 
which  offers  a  Medical  Technolo- 
gy/cooperative education  program.

The  curriculum  includes  an  inte- 
gration of  courses  from  the  human- 
ities, social  sciences  and  clinical 
mental  health  practice  areas. 
Heavj  emphasis  is  placed  on  psy- 
chology and  sociology.  Mental 
health  oriented  courses  which  en- 
compass the  philosophy  and  prac- 
tice of  community  mental  health, 
human  development,  methods  of  in- 
terviewing and  therapeutic  inter- 
vention techniques  make  up  the 
majority  of  the  career-oriented 
course  work.

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PHYSICIAN  ASSISTANT 


The  physician  assistant  (P.A.)  is 
a  primary  health-care  provider  who 
works  in  association  with  and  un- 
der the  supervision  of  a  physician. 
The  concept  of  the  physician  assis- 
tant has  developed  from  the  basic 
premise  that  many  tasks  performed 
by  physicians  can  be  carried  out 
with  equal  competence  by  other 
specially  trained  health  profession- 
als. 

The  Hahnemann  physician  assis- 
tant is  educated  to  deliver  patient 
care  in  a  wide  variety  of  practice 
settings  under  the  supervision  of  a 
licensed  physician  who  ia  responsi- 
ble and  legally  liable  for  the  perfor- 
mance of  the  assistant.  Graduate 
P.A.s  diagnose,  treat  and  monitor  a 
large  variety  of  commonly  encoun- 
tered illnesses  and  injuries  in  con- 
cert with  their  supervising  physi- 
cians. Patient  education,  preventive 
intervention,  complete  or  directed 
history  and  physical  examinations, 
test  evaluation  and  presentations  of 
cases  in  a  problem  oriented  fashion 
to  the  supervising  physician  are 
only  some  of  the  duties  of  the  phy- 
sician assistant.
